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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "rapid" in line 9 of claim 1, is indefinite as relative to an unexpressed 
comparison. It fails to set forth how "rapid" is rapid. In claim 4, there is no antecedent 
basis for "the second grain steeped particles. Nor, is there basis for the starch-containing 
particles of the second grain. Claims 5 and 6 depend from claim 13 which is not present in 
the application. There is not antecedent basis for "the mixture" in claim 7, nor is it possible 
to determine which material of the base claim to which it may refer. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. Material critical or essential to the practice of the invention, 
but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 
F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). There is no disclosure teaching one of ordinary 
skill in the art how to extract "the germ" from the germ stream formed by milling the 
steeped grain without rapid pressurization/depressurization. 

Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the

claimed invention. There is no disclose of milling the second grain or of the means and 
conditions by which it may be milled. There is no disclosure of the formation of steeped 
particles of the second grain or of the means and conditions by which they may be formed. 
There is no disclosure of formation of starch-containing particles of the second grain or of 
the means and conditions by which they may be obtained. 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawings filed are clearly informal and do not permit of legible 
printing. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson 
outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new 
drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Claims 2-3 are allowed. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a steeping process of system 
including the step of rapid pressurization/depressurization to extract oil and protein 
components from the germ.
